NIGHT-SCHOOL 
WON'T HELP ALL 
ILLITERATES 


Can Help Solve Problem But 


Other Agencies Must Be 
i 


Brought Into Play 


North Dakotas' adult Illiterate proh-, 


lem Is not one that can be largelyi 
reached by the night schools, accord- j 
Ing to R. A. Carlson, assistant United 
States Naturalization Inspector for 
Minnesota. North and South Dakota 
and a part of Wisconsin. 
Mr. Car'- 


son bases his opinion on an invest!-' 
Kation he made of the possibilities of 
almost six hundred men who had ap-' 
plied for naturalization. These men 
were all illiterates and Mr. Carl-son 
as the representative of tue govern- 
ment to help these men. attain good < 
citizenship, investigated the possibil-; 
ities of the night schools of the state: 
furnishing instruction that might en- 
able them to attain the literacy now 
demanded before the men and women 
who are not citizens attain the rigtt 
to vote. Mr. Carlson found that less 
than ten per cent were able to attend ' 
the night schools running at that time 
in North Dakota and that many of the ; 
applicants for citizenship were in 
places where but one individual could ' 
be taught at the same time. Other ap-! 
plicants were so far away that it was ' 
impossible to bring two together and 
thus reduce the number of. teachers ' 
necessary. 


While this winter has witnessed a 


large increase in the jmmber of night. 
schools in North Dakota, and good at- 
tendance is recorded at most of them 
it is the opinion of Mr. Carlson thai 
the condition is not largely changed 
as far as the men seeking citizenship 
are concerned as these men come > 
largely from the farms and from the 
better class of workers in the small, 
cities and towns. 


Mr. Carlson has had an unusual op- 


portunity to see the illiterate who de- 
sired to be a citizen as his work takej 
him from court to court where men 
are to be naturalized and his investi- 
nation of their cases in the time be- 
tween the first application and the 
Krantins; of final papers, Rives him an 
intimate knowledge of the sort of a 
voter of the I". S. A. the man, and in 
these days, the woman may become. 
The great work of teaching not only 
the waiting citizen, but also the other 
illiterates, is one for the teacher in 
the country community of the smaller 
town or for men or women of ability 
who will volunteer to do the work or ; 
to assist the teachers.

Montana, of the Federal Board for Vo- 
vational Education, wtp has head- 
quarters here, 


Much criticism 9! alleged dilatory 


tactics of }he government in adjust- 
ing claims has been filed and inves- 
tigation has proved many 
of these 


complaints resulted from failure of tho 
claimant to supply the desired infor- 
mation, he said. 


"An application, fur 
compensation 


or vocational training must be pro- 
perly eKecuted and filed before 
the 


bunau is authorized ta consider tho 
claim,'1 declared Mr. HUbbard in urg- 
ng exrservice men to take more time 
In preparing their applications. 


"By properly executing the appli- 


cation la meant that the 
claimant 


must answer the questions asked, 
must s!gfl his name, and 
have 
the 


same acknowledged before 
someone 


authorized to take acknowledgments, 
and in addition to this must have the 
signature- of two persons who are ac- 
quainted with the claimant as wit- 
nesses. 
- 


Must Submit Discharge 


"The second and most 
important 


feature, is that the claimant 
must 


submit an honorable discharge from 
the United States military or naval 
fprces or a certified copy thereof." 


Mr. Hibbard added that the certi- 


fication Bhould be made by an official 
empowered 
to 
acknowledge oaths. 


The claimant must also be able to 
trace his alledg&i disability to the ser- 
vice, or at least prove that his condi- 
tion was aggravated because of his 
having been in the service, he said. 


Affidavits of those who were asso- 


ciattd with the applicant in the ser- 
vice, or b.y those who knew of 
his 


physical condition previous to bis en- 
trance Into the government 
forces, 


and after his discharge, would be a 
valuable h&lp as proof. 
If affidavits 


of former service companions cannot 
be procured, others will be deemed 
sufficient if they cover the period ot 
time between the man's discharge and 
the cornmencin? of the alledged dlsa- 
bil'ty, Mr. Hibbard further stated. 


Where the claimant does not fully 


understand the instructions, commv.n- 
icaWon with the Ve-terans' 
bureau 


will solve his difficulty, Mr. Hibbard 
promised.
